California’s choicest citrus fruit 
ito the waiting public throughout 
the country. 

Interrupted by rain, orange 
pickers will get into the groves 
just as soon as the soil permits. 
While only a small flow of fruit 
from the groves to the packing 
houses will be maintained during 
January, the harvest season will 
get under way in earnest during 
February. 

Help shortages face fnanagers 
of the citrus associations, espec- 
ially in the packing end of the 
community’s big industry. Mex- 
ican nationals are here ready to 
help in picking the fruit and in- 
dications point to a satisfactory 
flow of fruit to the packers. 


Early forecasts placed the 
year’s crop at a near record, but 
the outlook is not so optimistic 
now due to the small size of the 
fruit. Some reports are to the 
effect that the oranges are de- 
veloping while in some groves the 
smaller sizes may prevail. 

Some picking and packing was 
started during December, but’ in 
general the actual start of the 
harvest season comes this month. 
And when the “all clear” sign 
prevails in the skies, picking 
crews will get into the groves.
